WEEN, on the morning of November 11th, 1918, the guns were hushed and 
glad tidings flashed across the world, there foliowed with the Nation’s 
Prayer of Thanksgiving, one yearning query, which found echo in the faster beat- 
ing hearts of wives, mothers, fathers, brothers, sisters and sweethearts.
